NEW YORK—tThe USS. Attor- 
ney General's office is giving to 
all U.S. attorneys an analysis of 
the new Copyright act and instruc- 
tions on “the techniques of investi- 
gating these offenses,” according 
to Henry E. Petersen, assistant 
attorney general. 

Petersen also stated that that 
information, pertinent to the fight 
against record and tape pirates, is 
being distributed to the FBI—“to 
insure that the special agents in 
the field will be equipped with the 
required knowledge to deal with 
the fairly sophisticated techniques 
of the pirates.” 

According to Jules Malamud. 
executive director of NARM, the 
response from the office of the 
attorney general came as a reply 
to NARM _ general counsel Earl

Jazz Label.

LOS ANGELES—Bob Thiele has 
acquired rights to all his old Signature 
masters and will re-release them on a 
new label. Bob Thiele Music. RCA will 
handle distribution for this new label 
which will specialize in vintage jazz 
performances. 

Thiele will operate the new re-issue 
label apart from his Flying Dutchman 
label which records modern jazzmen. 
Signature was formed by Thiele in 
1941 and operated until 1948. It was 
one of the first small independents 
recording such artists as Erroll Garner, 
Coleman Hawkins, Ben Webster, An- 
ita O'Day and Will Bradley, among 
others. 

For the past several years the Signa- 
lure masters have moved around to 
owners in and out of the record indus- 
trv. Now that he has obtained all his 
original product, Thiele plans an initial 
release of around 12 LP's this first year. 
All the product will remain monaural. 
with the majority being issued in single 
LP form. but with the possibility of sev- 


eral double record sets also considered. 


Each LP will carry a $5.98 suggested 
list. Only two of these old works have 
appeared on Flying Dutchman, ac- 
cording to its owner. They were a Cole- 
man Hawkins-Lester Young date and a 
Shelly Manne-Eddie Heywood- 
Johnny Hodges session. Thiele also 
plans releasing works by James P. 
Johnson and Johnnie Bothwell, an alto 
saxophonist who gained a reputation 


as a featured player with the Boyd Ray- 


burn band. 
Books in Brief 


J. Fields’ 1st 
10 Jazz LP's 


NEW YORK—tThe ten album 
first release by Joe Fields on his 
Muse and Onyx jazz labels di- 
vides neatly—five basically ~ mod- 
ern recordings on Muse and five 
releases of vintage jazz on Onyx, 
skillfully prepared by producer 
Don Schlitten. The Onyx albums 
are all done in silver to the same 
format, which lends itself to dis- 


play purposes. _ 
This set contains some extraor- 
dinary, after-hours small club 


work by pianist Art Tatum, “God 
Is In The House” (Onyx 205) with 
some particularly inspiring inter- 
lay with trumpet player Frankie 

ewton. It was recorded 1940-41. 
Saxophones are featured in “The 
Foremost” (Onyx 201)—some 
strong Wardell Gray, dueling ten- 
ors with Teddy Edwards and Dex- 
ter Gordon and Leo Parker mak- 
ing an agile appearance on bari- 
tone. These recordings range from 
1947-50-55. 

Some 1947 Stan Getz—on alto 
no less—emerges from “Big 
Bands” (Onyx 202) when the even- 
then lyrical Getz was a member 
of the recording-only Mills Blues 
Rhythm Band, revived in that year 


‘by publisher Irving Mills. Also 


featured on this album is the Louis 
Bellson Big Band. “52nd Street, 
Ve’. 1” (Onyx 203) is naturally all 
small group material, with groups 
led by Tony Scott, Slam Stewart, 
Don Byas, Sid Catlett and featur- 
ing Dizzy Gillespie, Ben Webster, 
Erroll Garner, Coleman Hawkins, 
et al. These sessions are from 
1945-46 and the Scott sides con- 
tain, “All Too Soon” an early 
Sarah Vaughan standout. 

Onyx 204 is small group ma- 
terial from 1957 from trumpet 
player Red Rodney, now a Los 
Angeles studio musician but back 
then best known for being a trum- 
pet player who worked for three 
years with Charlie Parker. 

The Muse albums again mostly 
produced by Schlitten are high- 
lighted by “The Return of Don 
Patterson” (Muse 5005)—he last 
recorded for Prestige in 1969. Pat- 
terson was one of the front run- 
ners of the soul-jazz-organ field 
and he maintains his reputation 
here in a saxophone-guitar front 
line setting. Guitarist Jimmy Ra- 
ney has a delicately swinging al- 
bum, “Strings And Swings” (Muse 
5004) which has him backed by 
a string section on one 1957, clas- 
sically-leaning side with a more 
blowing session recorded in 1969 
making up the second side. James 
Moody on tenor saxophone is 
heard to aggressive effect on “Nev- 
er Again” (Muse 5001), again a 
small group setting, as is drum- 
mer Roy Brooks in “The Free 
Slave” (Muse 5003), recorded live 
in 1970 in Baltimore, Nonpareil 
bass player Richard Davis re- 
corded his two-tune album, “Epis- 
trophy and Now's The Time” 
(Muse 5002) in New York’s Jazz 
(now Folk) City last year. 


For the nostalgia buff or the historian interested in 
the pop music of the period, Leo Walker’s The Won- 
derful Era of the Great Dance Bands (Doubleday) should 
be highly interesting, filled with photos of the bands, 
the band leaders, the soloists, names that are gone, 
and names still around—Eddie Duchin, Paul White- 
man, Kay Kyser, the Dorsey Brothers, Cab Calloway, 
Duke Ellington, Harry James, Lawrence Welk, to 


name only a handful .

Gene Mc Cormeck 

The first of the crooners, that set the stage for Bing Crosby, Russ Columbo, Perry 
Como and Frank Sinatra who were to follow, was the voice of Gene Austin. He went on to 
popularize many songs of the period which included tunes from shows, songs with girls 
names as titles, and mostly sentimental songs about love. His sweet, gentle, high style 
of singing captured the heart of millions in the 1920's and 1930's. The sales of Gene's 
recordings between 1923 and 1929 were well over 86 million, that would be startling even 
today. He recorded many songs in the jazz, folk and blues field as well popular music 
which are regarded today as "the all-time favorites:

He died the early part 
of this year, at the age of seventy three. Some of Gene Austin's famous records are list- 
ed below.

ALAN FREED MR. ROCK 'N' ROLL 


There was something noble and tragic about Alan Freed. His early ambition was to front 
a name band, but then the war came and he developed an ear infection which left him hard of 
hearing. He got into radio in Ohio, in the sticks after being turned down by the almighty 
CBS, in New York-his Mid-West accent was too 'grating', he'd never make it as an announcer. 
That's what they said. 

But in discovering rock 'n' roll he was to discover himself. A terrible car accident, 
his face in shreds, they look at his fingernails and shake their heads. He pulls out of it 
and while doing so realizes that he is only a speck in the universe, but his future is to 
champion rock 'n' roll. Right there in the hospital he starts broadcasting, lying on his 
back, rooting for the beat. ‘Anyone who says rock 'n' roll is a passing fad or a flash-in- 
the-pan trend along the music road has rocks in his head, dad!“ he said later. A far seeing 
remark, Freed lived for rock 'n' roll and he died for her too-destroyed by the payola 
investigations of the late fifties. 

His conversion to the beat had come in a flash, suddenly. One day in 1951, while host- 
ing a radio program for WJW, Cleveland, Ohio, he got an excited call from a Leo Mintz. Mintz 
was the owner of Clevelands largest record store, he told Alan to come in and see the kids 
buying up records by people like Bullmoose Jackson, Peppemint Harris and Eddie 'Cleanhead' 
Vinson. Freed did, and was so impressed that he programmed some R&R records for the station. 
Encouraged by audience response he introduced a show called, Moondog's Rock 'N' Roll Party- 
nothing but solid R&R. 

(This is how a one time listener of Alan's Moondog show explains how it was.) He started out 
by saying 'Hi, welcome to Alan Freed and his Moondog Music! (then a big yowl)'and his little 
moon puppies! (this was followed by yapping). He had to change the name of the kind of music 
because a man named Moondog, who had a record album of weird beatnik poetry music said the 
radio station stole his name. Then they started calling the show The Big Beat and kept 
referring to his music as 'rock 'n' roll! all the time, which we kids thought must be because 
of the song, 'You got to rock with me Henry all night long: roll with me Henry, I don't mean 
maybe.e' Parents got real upset with the words and the song was changed +o 'Dance With Me 
Henry',. - 

Moondog was Freed in lunar disguise. Roc and Roll because this was R&B outside the 
ghetto, presented for black and white youth-and perhaps 'R&B!' had a slight racial stigma at- 
tached to ite Mintz and Freed built their phrase ‘rock 'n' roll! from certain key words 
which seemed to crop up time and again in the bouncy sides of R&B. For example, rock me 
mama, my daddy rocks me with one steady.roll, all she wants to do is rock, let the good times 
roll, good rockin! tonight...... 

Actually rolling and rocking wasn't the sole occupatin of R&B. True, the steady motion 
was always there, but the style also included many pretty songs, especially favoured by close 
harmony groupse A lot of cooing and slithery harmonizing and ethereal falsetto. Images of 
angels, dreams, chapels and moonlight. 

Freed and his kids, preferred those R&B records that had plenty of thumping great off- 
beat, boogie riffs, and honking sax. No fiddles under any circumstances. On the air Alan 
loved to join in with the record beat, whopping a telephone directory with his fist and 
shouting so hard he had now and then to service his voice with hot tea and honey. He start- 
ed collecting fans. He started collecting poison pen letters calling him a nigger lover. 
also, there were many peaceable black citizens who found this 'mOOndog music! a bit off 
color, even dirty, and certainly unprogressive. 

Freed's attackers were horrified by his abortive 'Moondog Ball! at Cleveland Arena in 
March 1953. About 80,000 racially mixed kids turned up and there was room for only 10,000. 
Worse yet-at Cleveland was a segregated city or supposed to be. Black people were coming 
out of the woodwork! The Ball had to be cancelled but nobody asked for his money back and 
this was curious; they had come to jostle, to fool around, all loving the same thing the 
great music of their time in 1950. To celebrate an ached. vement for this was their music. 
Afterwards there was talk of arresting Freed for violation of fire laws and other unnamed 
things. His later Cleveland shows weren't dances but reserved=-seat concerts at which teene 
agers Saw acts confined to black audiences: Joe Turner, Fats Domino, The Drifters. By 
this time the majority of Freed's audience was white. 

The news of Freed's success spreade Im September 195); he took up a $25,000 dollar a 
year job spinning R&B for WINS, a middling New York station. New York, big. time city which 
had once turned him down; full of stations exuding soothing music. Are they ready for Moon- 
dog? Within a few months WINS had top radio ratings and all this was due to Alan Freed and 
his rock 'n' roll music being aired their. 

Alan Freed refused to play copycat versions of R&B hits. This is what he really did 
that was really lasting: he took an idiom of only minor appeal and jazzed it up into theatre. 
re bought the street in, and plonked it down on stage. From there rock 'n' roll came flashing 
from 'Rhythm & Blues', conducted by a DJ Alan Freed, first master of rock. Without him there 
would have been much big beat but no rock 'n' roll.

In my first article I wrote about Blackpool, England where I was born and raised. I 
also was there in the 1950 era and this is what my two part feature is about. I will 
now explain how it was in the late 50's up until I left and came to the USA to reside in 
Connecticut. Bill Haley was still-Shake, Rattle and Rolling the United Kingdom, many of 
the male teenagers copied Haley's hair style complete with his kiss curl. He had a strong 
influence on the British teenager. Little Richard was also an idol of the teenage crowd, 
he had a big smash hit in 1957 called Luceille. His juke box version was continuously 
being worn out from so much play, as were-Jenny Jenny, Keep A Knockin', Send Me Some Lovin 
and many more from 1957. He turned the heart and soul of us teenagers. In 1958 and 1.59 
he had, By the Light of the Sivery Moon also Kansas City, All Night Long, Whole Lot of 
Shaking Going On, Baby Face all were a great sensation in England and I'm sure it was the 
same here too. I will always be a Little Richard fan, his music did bring s0 much joy into 
my life as a teenager. Also in 1959 The Drifters had a tremendous hit-There Goes My Baby 
and Youre So Fine by The Falcons, Bobby Darin with Dream Lover, Connie Francis with her 
Lipstick on Your Collar, Paul Anka with Lonely Boy, Lloyd Price and Personality. So many 
more hits came to England by way of, Johnny Horton, Chuck Berry, The Drifters, The Coast~ 
ers, The Platters, Ruth Brown, Ray Charles. Elvis Presley was still going strong from 
his earlier hits, Elvis will forever be in the thoughts of the British people. 1960 was 
also a great year in England music wise, there was Chain Gang by Sam Cooke, Ray Charles 
with Georgia on My Mind, Handy Man by Jimmy Jones a great dancing record, I'm Sorry sung 
by Brenda Lee, Hank Ballard and The Midnighters with Lets Go, Lets Go, Lets Go, Connie 
Stevens and Sixteen Reasons, also You Talk Too Much by Joe Jones. There is so much more 
I can list but this will give you an idea what we were grooving to over there. On June 
30th 1961 I left England and came to the USA, where I was to work for Harry Reasoner who 
then was a CBS News Commentator Broadcaster. I was then residing in Weston, Conn. At the 
end of 1961 I met my husband Bill Nolan, together we still do enjoy the great music from 
the innocent years of the 1950's. We do love it so, that Bill does a show gratuitously 
each Sunday from ) until 8pm on station WPKN-89.5 on your FM Gial. "THE ANTIQUE BLUES 
SHOW". The best in R&R, R&B, Blues. (Editors Note: If your in the listening area of 
this station, don't fail to tune in. You'll get a treat instead of a treatment.)
